Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references cited 
have failed to teach an ultrasonic flowmeter which is electrically coupled to at least two 
reversible electroacoustic transducers, each of which having a directional diagram for 
radiation and reception with a beam angle of not less than 60" in cross section planes 
and being positioned on a measuring section of a pipeline in such a manner that the 
axis of the directional diagram is mainly perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the 
pipeline, the first reversible electroacoustic transducer is displaced relative to the 
second downstream at a distance of not more than 2.5 D, where D is the diameter of 
the pipeline
